VESSEL REPORTEDLY DEPARTED PLAY AS DE COCO AT MIDDAY 
OF JULY 16 DESTINED TO POTRERO GRANDE ON OTHER SIDE 

OF GULF OF PAPAGAYO AND WAS TO RETURN TO COCO NO 
LATER THAN JULY 19. ON MORNING JULY 21 COASTAL AREA 
BETWEEN COCO AND POTRERO GRANDE WAS SEARCHED IN
